Advancing  on  the  Indian  camp 
at  night,  the  English  surprised 
the  Pequots  in  a  daylight  as¬ 
sault.  The  victorious  raiders 
killed  one  hundred  and  fifty 
'  warriors  including  two  chiefs, 

,  burned  the  village,  and  took 
captive  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  men,  women  and  children. 
The  English  lost  only  two  men 
in  the  attaclL 

Hero  of  the  rout  of  Ihe  sav¬ 
ages  was  the  redoubtable  Rog¬ 
er  Williams,  Puritan  minister' 
who  came  to  the  aid  of  the  set¬ 
tlers  although  he  had  been  ban¬ 
ished  two  years  ago  from  the 
Massachusetts  colonies  for  re¬ 
ligious  and  political  views  which 
authorities'  consider  dangerous. 
.Not  only  did  Williams  aid  in 
mapping  the  successful  strat- 
eg}',  but  he  also  was  responsible 
for  the  valuable  aid  given  by 
U>e  friendly  Narragansett  tribe. 

A  year  ago  the  Narragansetts 
Vere  threatening  to  unite  with 
the  Pequots  and  wipe  out  the 
New  England  settlements.  But 
at  the  request  of  Massachus- 
ett-s  Governor  Henry  Vane,  the 
banished  Williams  went  to  the 
Narragansett  camp  alone  to  in¬ 
tervene.  Due  largely  to  Wil¬ 
liams'  efforts,  the  Narragansetta 
signed  a  treaty  of  alliance  with 
the  English  instead  of  the  Pe-
